SAN  FRANCISCn  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 
Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  of  the 
condition   and  workings  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  fiscal  yeur  ending 
June  30,  1883. 

The  department  has  responded  to  241   bell  alarms   and  115   still  alarms, 
making  356  actual  fires,  causing  a  loss  of  $890,049.

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The  most  destructive  fire  of  the  year  took  place  on  the  morning  of  the  20th 
June,  in  the  building  knowa  as  the  "  Morton  Block,"  situated  on  Post  street, 
Nos.  Ill  to  121,  and  extending  to  the  rear  on  Morton  street.  The  fire  com- 
menced in  the  upper  part  of  the  building,  in  that  portion  occupied  by  the 
Olympic  Club.  The  alarm  -was  turned  in  at  3.15  a.  m.,  and  a  second  one 
about  twenty  minutes  later.  The  fire  burned  with  such  rapidity  and  fierce- 
ness, and,  fearing  it  would  cross  the  narrow  street  (Morton),  I  deemed  it 
proper  to  turn  in  a  second  alarm  for  assistance  to  prevent  the  fire  from  ex- 
tending to  the  adjoining  buildings.  The  fire  was  confined  to  the  upper  floors 
of  the  building  in  which  the  fire  broke  out.  The  principal  damage  was  by 
water  to  the  costly  dry -goods  contained  in  the  first  floo.— the  store  of  Messrs. 
O'Connor,  Mofi'att  &  Co.  This  fire  caused  a  loss  of  $305,808,  or  more  than 
34  per  cent,  of  the  entire  loss  for  the  year. 

1  regret  to  state  that  during  the  past  year  the  department  has  lost  by  acci- 
dent two  of  its  most  efficient  engineers — Mathew  Brady,  Asf^istant  Chief  En- 
neer,  and  John  E.  Koss,  District  Engineer. 

Matthew  Brady  was  thrown  from  his  buggy  while  responding  to  an  alarm 
from  Box  156,  at  1  p.  m.  on  Thursday,  September  21,  1882.  Mr.  Brady  turn- 
ed into  Market  street  from  Kearny,  and  drove  rapidly  to  Fourth  street,  at  the 
foot  of  which  thoroughfare  Box  No.  15G  is  located.  As  he  made  the  turn  into 
Fourth  street  his  hor.se  started  suddenly,  throwing  him  violently  from  the 
seat  forward,  and,  in  an  efi"ort  to  save  himself,  he  rolled  out  the  side  and  fell 
between  the  wheels  head  downwards;  his  feet  became  entangled  between  the 
axle  and  step  and  held  him,  while  his  head  and  shoulders  dragged  on  the 
ground.  His  horse  dashed  on  at  a  frightful  p  ice  until  he  collided  with  a 
wagon,  turning  the  vehicle  around  in  such  a  manner  as  to  release  him,  and  he 
dropped  to  the  pavement.  He  was  conveyed  to  the  Eeceiviug  Hospital  and 
received  medical  attendance  from  Dr.  Stambau^h  and  Dr.  Murphy.  Mr. 
Brady  lingered  unconscious  until  8.30  p.m.,  when  death  ended  his  sufferings. 

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Brady  beiug  announced,  I  caused  the  following  notice 
to  be  issued  to  the  Department,  apprising  them  of  his  death:

San  Francisco,  Sept.  21,  1882.     J 
To  the  Officers  and  Memberi  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department: 

It  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  inform  you  of  the  death  of  our  Assistant  Chief  Engineer, 
Matthew  Brady,  who  died  at  8.30  p.m. 

You  know  of  the  painful  circumstances  immediately  preceding  his  death.  He  died  ia 
the  discharge  of  his  duty,  which  fact  alone  would  cause  us  to  revere  his  memory,  but  apart 
from  this  he  was  a  bi-ave  fireman,  always  ready— never  failing.  I  lose  an  efficient  aid,  and 
you  a  worthy  ofllcer.

John  E.  Ross,  District  Engineer,  was  killed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  by 
an  explosion  of  gas  at  the  Palace  Hotel,  on  Tuesday,  April  3,  1883,  at  1.45  p.m. 
The  cause  of  the  explosion  was  the  breaking  in  two  of  an  eight-inch  gas  main, 
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while  some  plumbers  were  engaged  in  connecting  a  pipe  with  the  fifteen-hun- 
dred light  gas  metre  which  had  just  been  put  in  place  by  the  Central  Gas 
Company,  without  turning  oflf  the  gas  at  the  main.  Whether  it  was  caused 
by  a  light  taken  down  by  some  person,  or  a  plumber's  furnace  which  was  fill- 
ed with  live  coals  in  the  passage-way  a  short  distance  from  the  vault  then 
ignited,  is  a  matter  of  great  doubt.  A  volume  of  flame  poured  into  the  street 
from  the  place  in  the  sidewalk  where  light  was  admitted  into  the  vault  through 
plates  of  thick  glass,  which  had  been  shattered  to  atoms  by  the  explosion. 

The  proximity  of  the  headquarters  of  the  Fire  Patrol  to  the  hotel  gave  that 
branch  of  the  service  an  advantage  in  point  of  those  over  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Deiiartment  by  getting  to  the  source  of  the  alarm  by  "a  still."  A  num- 
ber of  the  Patrol,  headed  by  Capt.  Russell  White,  and  provided  with  Babcock 
Extinguishers,  descended  to  the  basement  and  found  the  broken  eight-inch 
main  pouring  out  a  volume  of  flame  to  its  full  capacity.  By  means  of  the 
Babcock  apparatus  the  flame  was  extinguished  and  the  eight-inch  stream  of 
gas  immediately  filled  the  vaults  and  drove  the  men  out.  At  this  time  the 
Fire  Department  and  my  men,  headed  by  Engineer  Ross,  were  going  through 
the  dark  basement  passage  to  the  vault — the  patrolmen  and  the  men  employ- 
ed about  the  hotel  were  with  him — when  a  second  explosion  occurred,  more 
violent  and  disastrous  in  its  results  than  the  other.  This  was  about  fifteen 
minutes  after  the  first. 

This  explosion  greatly  intensified  the  excitement  above,  and  it  was  believed 
that  every  person  in  the  east  basement  —  some  thirty  men  —  had  been  killed. 
The  flow  of  gas  had  in  the  meantime  been  cut  off"  at  one  of  the  valves,  and  the 
danger  from  this  source  terminated.  The  men  were  looked  after,  and,  one  by 
one,  they  came  or  were  brought  out  of  the  dark  passages,  all  alive,  but  many 
of  them  frightfully  disfigured  and  burned  by  the  flames.  Of  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department,  five  were  badly  injured,  namely,  Fire  Commissioner 
Frank  G.  Edwards;  John  £.  Ross,  Assistant  Engineer,  received  injuries 
which  resulted  in  his  death*  James  Riley,  Foreman  Hose  No.  5;  James  Culli- 
nan,  Hosemau  Engine  No.  10;  and  John  McGarvy,  of  Truck  No.  1.  Of  the 
Fire  Patrol,  Capt.  Russell  White  was  very  badly  burned,  as  also  John  White, 
John  McCormack,  George  W.  Harrison,  R.  S.  Chapman,  Eugene  J.  Drew  and 
George  LaRose;  also  twenty-three  hotel  employes  and  workmen,  making  a 
total  of  thirty-five  persons  injured. 

CORPOEATION    YARD. 

The  Corporation  Yard  contains  six  relief  engines,  one  relief  hose  carriage, 
five  relief  hose  carts.  Two  of  the  engines  are  of  little  use,  owing  to  their 
weight  and  faulty  construction;  one  of  the  relief  hose  carts  is  worn  out. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  purchasing  for  the  re- 
pair shop  one  lathe  to  swing  at  least  thirty  inches;  also  one  drill  press. 
These  tools  are  much  needed,  and  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  the  same  at 
your  earliest  opportunity. 
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Dining  the  year  six  horses  were  bought,  two  were  condemnecl,  two  deliver- 
ed to  the  Industrial  School,  two  sold  by  order  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  and 
one  died. 

The  following  condemned  material  was  sold  by  order  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  viz. : 

March  15,  2,760  pounds  old  brass $303  60 

March  15,  5,790  pounds  old  iron 57  90 

Total $361  50 

Twenty  hydrants  were  set  and  thirty-seven  reset  during  the  year,  at  a  cost 
of  $2,310,  paid  out  of  the  running  expense  fund  of  the  Department.  The 
cisterns  are  carefully  examined  and  kept  filled  with  water  for  use  when  emer- 
gency requires. 

riKE    ORDINANCES. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervi 
sors  (o  certain  amendments  required  in  the  Fire  Ordinances.  Since  then  the 
Board  of  Fire  "Wardens  have  made  amendments,  to  which  I  respectfully  call 
the  attention  of  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  the  hope  that  at 
an  early  day  they  will  cause  a  complete  revision  of  the  Fire  Ordinances, 
whereby  the  duties  of  Fire  Wardens  will  be  more  clearly  defined  and  by  the 
public  better  understood.  The  amendments  will  be  submitted  at  an  early 
date. 

In  my  previous  reports  I  have  called  the  attention  of  j^our  Honorable  Board 
to  the  necessity  of  a  new  location  and  house  for  Engine  Company  No.  11,  lo- 
cated at  South  San  Francisco.  I  respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  for 
the  purchase  of  a  lot  of  sufficient  size  upon  which  to  erect  an  engine  house 
large  enough  to  admit  of  ihe  storage  of  additional  apparatus  and  material. 
That  growing  portion  of  the  City,  being  a  long  distance  from  headquarters, 
require  some  additional  apparatus  in  case  of  necessity. 

The  residents  of  South  San  Francisco  have  petitioned  for  an  alarm  box,  to 
be  located  on  the  Potrero,  east  of  Michigan  street.  I  recommend  the  location 
of  an  alarm  box  at  the  place  named,  to  be  connected  with  the  fire  alarm  sys- 
tem in  that  locality. 

I  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  two  new  steam  engines  for  use  in  the 
Department.  Some  of  the  engines  having  been  in  use  since  the  organization 
of  the  present  paid  Department,  require  to  be  replaced  by  new  and  improved 
apparatus. 

I  recommend  the  formation  and  location  of  an  Engine  Company  in  the 
vicinity  of  California  and  Laguna  streets,  on  a  lot  there  owned  by  the  City. 
That  portion  of  the  City  is  being  rapidly  built  up  of  the  finest  and  most  cost- 
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ly  residences.    Should  a  fire  occur  great  damage  might  result  before  apparatus 
could  be  on  hand  for  service. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  statements  annexed,  showing  the 
operations  of  this  Department  for  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  tender  the  thanks  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  Department  to  Capt.  Kussell  White  of  the  Fire  Patrol;  Capt.  John  L. 
Durkee,  Fire  Marshal;  and  P.  Crowley,  Chief  of  Police,  for  assistance  on  uu 
merous  occasions.  Also  to  Superintendent  John  Curran,  of  the  Fire  Alarm, 
for  his  admirable  management  of  his  branch  of  the  service. 

I  respectfully  tender  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Department  my 
appreciation  of  the  zeal  and  efficiency  displayed  by  them  on  all  occasions,  and 
to  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  prompt  response  on  all  occasions  to  keep 
the  Department  in  an  efficient  state  creditable  to  al]  concerned.

MATTHEW  BRADY, 

Killed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  September  21,  1882, 
Matthew  Bkady,  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Paid  Fire  Department,  a  native  of  Boston,  Mass., 
aged  thirty-nine  years. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Volunteer  Department  at  the 
time  of  its  disbandment,  and  exempt  from  Washington 
Hose  Company.  Upon  the  organization  of  the  present 
Paid  Department  he  was  appointed  Steward  of  Hose  Com- 
pany No.  1;  was  transferred  to  Hose  5,  as  driver;  then  was 
transferred  as  driver  of  Engine  No.  5.  In  September,  1870, 
he  was  promoted  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  to 
Assistant  Engineer,  remaining  in  that  position  until  1874, 
when  he  was  again  promoted — Assistant  Chief  Engineer — 
which  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Matthew  Beady  was  a  brave  fireman  and  a  good  officer, 
and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  his  fellow-officers  and 
members  of  the  Department. 
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JOHN  E.  ROSS, 

Killed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  on  the  3d  day  of  April, 
1883.  John  Edward  Ross,  District  Engineer  of  the  San 
Francisco  Paid  Fire  Department,  eldest  son  of  Thomas 
Andrew  Ross,  of  Armagh,  Ireland,  and  was  at  the  time  of 
his  death  forty-five  years  of  age. 

In  youth,  being  of  a  romantic  turn  of  mind,  he  went  to 
sea,  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  continued  in  that 
occupation  for  some  years.  He  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
in  the  year  1849,  and  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company  for  some  years. 

He  became  a  member  of  Knickerbocker  Engine  Company 
No.  5,  of  the  Volunteer  Department,  and  remained  until  its 
disbandment.  When  the  present  Paid  Department  was 
organized  he  was  appointed  Foreman  of  Engine  Company 
No.  5,  and  continued  as  such  until  promoted  by  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  as  District  Engineer,  which  position 
he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  died  at  his  post  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty, 
a  brave  and  gallant  fireman,  respected  and  beloved  by  his 
fellow-officers  and  members  of  the  Department.

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We  are  now  operating  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  miles  of  wire,  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  miles  on  poles  and  the  balance  on  housetops,  divided 
intoX12)  twelve  signal  circuits,  seven  (7)  alarm  circuits  and  one  (1)  tapper 
circuit. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  extensions  and  improvements  were 
mad>  : 

One  hundred  and  twenty  blocks  of  new  No.  9  Ex.  BB  Galvanized  wire  was 
used,  and  seven  blocks  of  wire  which  had  been  taken  down  in  changing 
routes  was  also  used,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  blocks 
of  wire,  or  about  thirteen  miles  in  all. 

Alarm  Circuit  No.  5  was  rebuilt  and  extended  from  No.  7  Engine,  on 
Sixteenth  street  near  Valencia,  to  Guerrero,  to  Eighteenth,  to  Valencia,  to  the 
house  of  the  recently  organized  Engine  Company,  No.  13,  located  on  Valen- 
cia be:ween  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty-sixth  streets,  thence  to  Twenty-sixth 
to  Howard,  to  Twenty-fourth,  to  Hai-rison,  to  Twenty-second,  to  Folsom,  to 
Tenth  street,  where  connection  was  made  with  the  old  line. 

Signal  Circuit  No.  7  was  extended  from  Sixteenth  and  Mission  streets  over 
the  same  roiite  as  Alarm  Circuit  No.  5,  thus  increasing  the  number  of  Signal 
Circuits  throughout  the  Mission  to  three,  thereby  enabling  us  to  alternate 
the  Mission  boxes  on  three  lines,  as  also  to  increase  the  facilities  for  placing 
new  boxes  when  necessary  without  danger  of  interference. 

The  above  changes  enabled  me  to  remove  the  loop  on  Alarm  Circuit  No.  5 
from  Sixteenth  and  Folsom  to  Hose  Company  No.  3,  on  Folsom  and  Twenty- 
second  streets,  also  to  transfer  lines  on  Folsom  street  between  Tenth  and 
Twenty-second  streets  from  the  west  to  the  east  side  of  the  same,  thus 
avoiding  the  large  niimber  trees  on  the  west  side.  A  change  which  proved 
immediately  effective  by  removing  the  heavy  weather  grounds  on  these  lines 
which  were  caused  by  the  wires  coming  in  contact  with  the  trees  during 
foggy  or  rainy  weather. 

The  poles  along  the  above  route  were  straightened,  rotten  and  short  ones 
replaced  by  new,  four  wire  cross-arms  were  put  on,  the  wires  pulled  up  and 
the  lines  generally  placed  in  first-class  condition. 

Signal  Circuit  No.  2  was  transferred  from  housetops  to  poles,   commencir 
at  Second  and  Mission,  on  Mission  to  Fremont,  to  Market,  to  Bush  and  T 
tery.    Box  No.   52,    heretofore   affixed   to   the  planing  mill,  S.  W.  c 
Mission  and  Fremont,  was  taken  down  and  placed  on  a  thirty-foot  ■> 
the  N.  W.  corner. 

Signal  Circuit  No.  8  was  rebuilt  on  Mission  street,  from  Twent 
Twenty-fourth. 

Signal  Circuit  No.  10  was  rebuilt  from  Eighteenth  and  F- 
Folsom  to  Nineteenth,  to  Howard,  to  Twenty-second  and  7 
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Signal  Circuit  No.  11  •VvJ.s  transferred  from  the  north  to  the  south  side  of 
Post  street,  commencing  at  Larkin  and  continuing  on  the  south  side  to 
Gough,  thence  to  the  north  side,  from  which  point  the  line  was  rebuilt  to 
Fillmore  street.  This  change  was  also  made  to  avoid  the  large  number  of 
trees  on  the  north  side  of  Post  street  between  Larkin  and  Gough. 

All  the  spliced  and  boxed  corner  poles  were  taken  down  and  replaced  by 
thirty  foot  poles. 

Fourteen  automatic  boxes  were  added  to  the  number  in  use  last  year, 
twelve  of  these  replacing  "cranks,"  two  being  placed  at  new  stations,  viz., 
Nos.  239  and  276  and  located  as  per  official  list.  Those  replacing  "cranks" 
were  put  in  circuit  on  the  different  lines  with  a  view  of  expediting  tests  for 
Interruptions,  caused  by  outside  wires  coming  in  contact  with  our  lines, 
grounds  or  broken  lines,  the  latter  occurring  from  a  number  of  causes.  The 
rapidity  and  accuracy  with  which  tests  can  be  made  from  these  boxes  is  a 
matter  of  much  importance,  as  time  is  a  great  object  to  us  in  such  cases. 

The  old  poles  which  are  now  standing  will  be  taken  down  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  hauled  to  the  yard,  planed  and  made  ready  for  future  use.  The 
wire  now  on  such  poles  will  also  be  taken  down  and  stored. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  new  25  foot,  thirty-four  30  foot  and  one  40  foot 
poles  were  used  on  the  work;  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  25  foot  and  eight  30 
foot  poles  were  re-set;  thirty-nine  corner  poles  were  guyed  or  braced. 

The  above  work,  in  addition  to  the  regular  routine  duties  of  the  Depart- 
ment, such  as  cleaning  batteries,  inspection  of  bells,  gongs  and  boxes,  re- 
moval of  grounds  and  crosses,  repairs  to  broken  lines  and  poles,  attendance 
upon  house  movers,  etc.,  represents  the  labor  of  three  men,  no  extra  help 
being  used  during  the  year.

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I  respectfully  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  (as  in 
previous  reports)  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  discarding  the  Crank  Boxes, 
which  are  unreliable  and  defective,  and  substituting  therefor  the  Auto- 
matic Box. 

No  extra  appropriation  has  ever  been  allowed  for  this  purpose,  and  I  have 
therefore  only  been  able  to  remove  a  few  each  year.  This  year  I  have  dis- 
carded twelve,  which  leaves  sixty-two  now  in  use;  this  number  I  expect  to 
materially  reduce  during  the  coming  year,  as  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal 
year  1.S83  for  the  running  expenses,  extensions  and/'improvements  of  this 
Department  was  increased  by  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  full  amount 
allowed  by  law.
